oertainod through investigations 
which have been made in several 
distinct ways, that there can ai 
be in the esiimatoan error of 6,000, • 
000 miles. Tho distance at the pre- 
sent time given, is 92,885,000 miles. 
This measure is in itself so vast that, 
if any traveler wore to move at the 
rate of four miles an hour for ten 
hours a day it would take Itim 6,800 
years to reach the sun. Sound would 
traverse the interval, if there wore 
anything in spaoo capable of transmit- 
ting sonorous vibrations, in fourteen 
years, and a cannon-ball sustaining 
its initial velocity throughout, would 
do the same thing in nine wars. 

A curious illustration, attributed to 
Prof. Mendenhall. is to the effect that 
an infant, with an arm long enough 
when stretched out from the earth 
to reach the sun. would die of age be- 
fore it could become con^, 
through the transmission of the ner- 
vous impression from the hand to the 
brairf, that it had burned its lingers. 
In order that the earth, thus moving 

round the sun with i chasm of '.I3,0;0,- 
000 miles intervening space between 
them, may not bo drawn to the sun 
by the preponderant attraction of its 
1,300,000 times larger mass, it has to 
shoot forward in its path with a mo- 
menta] velocity fifty times more rapid 
than that of the swiftest rifle ball. 
But in moving through twenty miles 
of the outward path, the earth is 

drawn out of a straight, line by some- 
thing less than the eighth part of an 
inch. This deviation properly the 
source from the amount of the solar 
attraction has been ascertained. If 
the earth wore suddenly arrested in 
ils onward flight, and its momentum 
was destroyed, it, would be drawn to 
the sun by the irresistible force on its 
attraction, in the twenty seventh pari 
of the time which a cannon ball would 
tiike to complete the journey. — Edin- 
burgh Review. 



In iase of Poisoning. 



Morever, if we believe that the poison 
ean be sucked out of the wound, we 
shall do well to construct without 
delay a cupping glass. Any wine 
glass will answer satisfactorily. 
Hold a wine glass over burning paper 
or over ignited alcohol lamp, to warm 
and attenuate the air in the glass; 
then tip it quickly over the wound ;' 
the glass will Ruck out the wound like 
a cup, and in this way many an in- 
jurious substance m.iy be removed. 
But, as in eases of poisoning through 
bites and stings, copious draughts of 
warm drinks are always remedial, and 
in such oasaa great attention is like- 
wise to be paid to diluting and quick- 
ly withdrawing the poisoning sub- 
stance.

In my reference to the physical 

history of the sun. the stupendous 
niagnililndo of it* sphere must be 
kept vividly present to the mind.

What is to be done in case of 
poisoning or suspected poisoning) 

This important question Dr. Von 
Nussbanm, a first class authority in 
medicine, has answered dearly and 
concisely in a book recently published. 

He says: Iu all eases of poisoning, 
no matter what poisonous substance 
may have been taken, and no matter 
how it has entered the system, this is 
the first-class rule to be observed: 
Remove aa much as possible th, 
soiling substance out of the body — 
then, if the substance be known. 
give an antidote, which is, hov> 
not, always al hand. Finally, dilute as 
much as possible and throw out of the 
system the remnant of the poison. 

These elfeets ean be obtained by 
promoting as soon as possible eva- 
cuation at the stomach by vomitin//. 
Lor this purpose, give copious 
draughts of warm water, and tickle 
the fauces of the throat with the 
linger. Then as an antidote for all 
poisons, huge quantities of tepid 
milk may be swallowed, which, as a 
tatty emulsion, will envelope the poi- 
son and alleviate irritation. A largo 
quantity of light-black tea will servo 
t he same purpose. By drinking at 
Oapa of warm, li^h't-hlack tea, the 
poison will be diluted, and. b» 
of increased perspiration, niination 
and respiration, bo sooielid from the 
system, and thus the danger be re- 
moved, or at least lessened. Tho 
same treatment can be followed in 

poisoning by atinga of poisonous 

insects, or bites of venomous or 
diseased animals. 

The first thing to be aimed at is to 
prevent the inoculating of tho \ 
into blood of the system. Conse- 
quently, should you be bitten by B 
snake in tho finger, or be stung in the 
hand by a poisonous insect, or scratch 
YOOraelf against a rotten bone, etc., at 
once try to prevent the poison from 
entering the blood. Take, therefore, 
the first string or ribbon you can 
find, or your handkerceief, and tie it 
around the limb above the wounded 
part, in order to hinder the infected 
blood from going to the heart. This 
treatment is useful for several n 
If a serpent has. for instance, bitten a 
person in the band and a ligature is 
applied OO the arm. not only is the 
poison in the wound prevented from 
going to the heart, and thence to the 
whole body, but the ligature will 
will cause the blood in the arm below 
to flow backwards, the wound will 
begin to bleed freely, and this bleeding 
will also, as it were, wash axvav the 
venom ; it thus becomes, in a in-inner. 
the first stream in which to bathe 
the wound.

From New York 
he again returned lo llattford, and 
taught at the Asylum for foil in 
years from 1846 to 1860. He came to 
Washington in the autumn of '66, and 
at present holds the chair ol Mental 
Science and is Dean of the Faculty of 
the National Deaf-Mute College. 

His contributions to (leaf-mute liter- 
ature are pretty extensive, some of 
which are: " Article on the 
Education of the Deaf aud I)umb,Re- 
view of Messrs. Weld and Da 
Reports." in the American Review, 
May, 184(5. " Scrofula among tbo 
Deaf and Dumb," a paper read at the 
Second Convention of Instructors, 
Hartford, 18.">1 ; "Course of Instruc- 
tion," at t ho Fifth Convention, at 
Jacksonville. " Use of the Manual 

Alphabet," read at the Eighth Con- 
vention, Belleville, Out. Besides 
these. Professor Porter was the editor 
of the American Annals from Volume 
VI 1,1855, to Volume X11I., 1861, 
when the publication was suspended 
in consequence of the breaking out of 
the Civil War.
